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‘BIBLE IN CHINA | 
March 10. 

It was remarked quite recently 
in one of the London newspapers 
that while attendance at Church 
was on the decrease the demand 
for the Bible was steadily in- 
creasing. The incident is called 
to mind by the receipt of a copy 
of the Report of the China 
Agency of the British and For- 
eign Bible Society for 1931, The 
book gives the usual interesting 
figures showing the enormous ac- 
tivities engaged in throughout 
China and it is particularly in- 
teresting to note that the British 
and Foreign Bible Society last 
year sold 36,602 Bibles, 39,859 














sions in China were against such 


activities. The total number of 
publications thus disposed of was 
4,506,415 of all classifications as 
compared with 4,694,498 for 1930, 
& comparatively small reduetion 
When the conditions under which 
the work was carried out come 
to be taken into consideration, 
What is even more interesting 
are the totals representing the 
output of the Society in the 117 
years since the first publication 
of the translation of the New 
Testament prepared by Dr. 
Morrison, namely, Bibles 777,657, 
New Testaments’ 3,258,472, ‘and 
Gospels and other ‘portions 85, 
755,615, making a grand total of 
89,791,044. These figures do not, 
‘of course, represent the full total 
lof these forms of Christian litera- 
ture distributed in China, for the 
imposing figures of the National 
Bible Society of Scotland and the 
American Bible Society have not 
been taken into account. 

As the Report rightly remarks, 
the year 1931 opened with much 
promise, The civil wars which 
had been distracting the nation 
for nearly twenty years had come 
to an end with the cessation of 
fighting in the North in the last 
few months of 1930, and national 
unity appeared in sight. It is 
true that Communist. insurgents 
were still dominating Kiangsi 
and parts of other provinees in 
Central China, but the efforts 
made in dealing with them, for 
the time at least, appeared fo be 
moderately successful. Unfor= 
tunately dissensions arose in the 
National Executive and the Can- 
tonese group of statesmen with- 
draw to form a separate Govern- 
ment in Canton, Fortunately 
there was no resort to war, but 
reconeilliation and reunion’ has 
been long deferred. Thore was 
also the great calamity of the

Such, rough- 
ly, were the general conditions 
under which Christian Missions 
in China had to continue their 
work. The generally unsettled 
state of the country made it no 
longer possible for foreign mis- 
sionaries to reside or travel in 
the interior with the freedom of 
former times and as a result the 
responsibilities of Chinese Chris- 

ins were to a very large extent 
increased. ‘That their efforts 
met with’ considerable success 
evidenced by a comparatively 
small falling off in the eiveula- 
tion of the Seriptures, while the 
Report states that the number 
of baptisms on profession of 
faith was larger in 1931 than for 
many years past. This slight 
falling of in grand totals is to 
some extent offset by the fact 
that the number of complete 
Biblés eold during the "year -ex- 
ceeded all previous reedrdi, a 
[fact which" may" be xead as in- 
dicating, that amoug ‘the Chinese 
Christians there ‘is'a’ growing in- 
terest in the religion they profess 
and a deep desire to study every- 
thing which the Book con 
tains.

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‘The work of the Society does

ches would be practically com- 
pleted. But ‘though _ probably 
ninety per cent. of the Seriptures 
are in that language, there are 

ns where the dialects are 
$0 different that the Mandarin 
Bible is not intelligible. ‘There 
are peoples other than Chinese 
who, though politically subject 
to Chinese sovereignty, have no 
uequaintance with the’ Chinese 
characters. Thus, in West 
China are found many ancient 
tribes, some of them numbering 
millions of people, for whom 
Chinese is a foreign language. 
For a number of these the Seri 
tures have already been trans! 
ed and for others the work is pro- 
ceeding from year to year. Books 
of the New Testament are being 
prepared for the Black Miao, the 
Book of Genesis is being translat- 
ed for the Qazzaq-Turki, while 




















for the Na Hsi people and the 
Shan ‘tribes of Yunnan the 
Gospel of St. Mark has 





translated and is now 
being printed. ‘These are but 
small indications of the enor- 
mous amount of work being 
carried out by the Society. ‘They 
do not deal with the steady work 
of the colporteurs, the pioneers 
of the Gospels, who despite great 
rdship, in ‘season and out, 
carry on the work of distributing 
the Scriptures. ‘There are be- 
tween four and five hundred of 
them, some of whom have grown 
old in the Society's service, and 
the Report this year, as in years 
past, contains many’ interesting 
stories of the adventures that 
these men meet with in thelr 
work and provides ample tribute 
to their endurance and the tact 
and courage they display. In 
general with so. comparatively 
‘good a result for the last year's 
working, the Society may. look 
forward to even better things 
when conditions in China become 
more stabilised. It’ will un- 
doubtedly suffer a severe blow in 
the destruction of the buildings 
of the Commercial Press, whence 
most of the Society's ‘supplies 
were obtained, but it is to be 
hoped that this will be only a 
temporary setback and that in 
the very near future arrange: 
ments will be made for securing 
an adequate supply of these 
publications which mean in- 
creasingly so much to the people 
of China as the years go by.

It is definitely announced to- 
day that Brigadier-General B, B. 
Macnaghten will not stand for 


re-election to the Council in the 
forthcoming contest —if any, 
Goneral Macnaghten’s decision to 
go Home on long leave this 
Spring has long been known. 
When the recent crisis developed 
it was thought that the possibili- 
ty of avoiding a change of Coun- 
cil would be desirable to con- 
sider. In that event, it was 
understood that he and others 
were prepared to waive their 
personal convenience in the 
public interest and remain in 
office until such a condition of 
things had arisen as rendered it 
feasible to return to normal 
methods of representation, Since 
then developments have at any 
rate removed the danger of 
hostilities in the immediate pre- 
cinets of the Settlement. Pro 
blems are still complex—perhaps 
more complex from some points 
of view—but as, rightly or 
wrongly, it appears to be the 
view of 4 certain section of opin- 
ion that there should be no in- 
terference with the usual annual 
nominations and elections, cir- 
cumstances have changed.  Gen- 
eral Macnaghten’s decision will 
be regretted but it clearly is 
animated by that sense of 
dignity and sportsmanship which 
has been so strong a note in his 
public service here. He is seek- 
ing well-earned leisure out of no 
selfish desire to shift a burden 
on to other shoulders. He is 
merely intimating his readiness 
to leave. the field clear for the 
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ratepayers to make their choice 
junhampered by considerations 
for his own personal position. 
The decision is worthy’ of hit 
land Shanghai will appreciate it 
accordingly.

Not only France but the whole 
Jworld is considerably poorer by 
ithe passing of Aristide Briand, 
lone of the outstanding statesmen. 
Jof the first three decades of this| 


century. The son of an 
innkeeper, born in the Breton 
town of St. Nazaire, he obtained 
fa scholarship at Nantes Lycée, 
studying law and becoming an 
ladvocate at the early age of 
twenty. A youthful escapade 
led to his removal from the roll, 
probably the best thing for 
a certainly for’ 
nd the world at large,| 
loccurred when he became the 
leditor of the Socialist paper 
! from this 
moment that the outstanding 
Jauality of cool calculation, which’ 
Iwas to lead him to enotmous| 
triumphs in his later life, first 
became apparent. He did not| 
lobtain the same influence over 
ithe masses as Jaurés, for he d 
Inot possess that fiery revolu- 
tionary temperament, but, thanks| 
to his convincing ‘oratory, he 
speedily went to the front’ and 
ie general Secretary of the 
t Party. He also secu 
reinstatement as an 
advocate and was able to make 
la name for himself in the courts 
jas a legal champion of the 
workers. In 1902 Aristide 
Briand was elected to the Cham- 
lber of Deputies and despite the 
fluctuating fortunes of French 
polities his career from then on 
Iwas one of continual progressive 
Jattainment. It would be. super-| 
fluous in these columns to 
[cuss the great effect he had upon 
the legislation for the separation 
Jof Church and State or with his| 
subsequent activities as Minister| 
lof Education in the  Sarrien 
Cabinet which had to. deal 
with the ‘enforcement of that 
law, But the  outstandin: 
qualities which he displaye 
during that period led to, his 
becoming Premier and Minister 
lof the Interior seven shart years 
after he entered the Chamber. 
He had by that time forsaken 
[Socialism and created a Centre 
Party, and in 1910 he incurred

With the advent of war, 
Briand commenced what musi 
now be recognised as the ulti- 
Imate and most important phast 
lof his career. There were big 
[men in French polities in those 
days, but Briand was by no 
Imears the least of them. On the 
two occasions when he was 
‘Premier between 1915 and 1917 
he strove to secure unification of 
the Allied Command, a step 
which was only taken under| 
stress of later events. He was 
largely responsible for Rumania’s 
entry into the War, and in 1916 
Ihe worked out with Mr. Lloyd 
George the Paris Deciari 

which aimed.at economic solidar-| 
ity until all war damage had 
been made good. While in 
‘opposition to. Clemenceau he 
championed the Salonika Ex- 
edition, the eventual success of| 
which was very much a feather 
iin his cap. It is probably signi-| 
ficant of the times that when as 
Premier in 1981 he played the 
famous game of golf with Mr. 
Lloyd George, he should have 
been turned’ out of office by 
Poincaré on the ground that he 
fhad not stood out sufficiently for 
claims in connection with the 
‘Washington Disarmament Con- 
ference. For some years after- 
wards he took no important part 
in politics and it was not until

land prosperity to the country, and 
stating that the old government was, 
corrupt and inefficient. 

‘Yesterday morning was very fine 
and in the eerly hours, three small 
Fhuts "were “erected on the public 
square and many paper flags weie 
hung up for decorations. It was 
Jannounced that the Mayor, Mr. Pao 
would make a speech and. procl 
[the new government to the people 
Jand at the same time the flag of the 
Inew Government would be unfurled. 

‘The ceremony was timed for! 
midday, but at midday there were 
Rot more than 300 people on. the 
Public square, and the most of these: 
were Russian emigrants. At the 
gateway as you came in and in one 
of the huts, proclamations were 
distributed to the people, who were 
requested to sign thelr names and 
faddresses, tut there were few who 
could be persuaded to do this. 

‘Small flags were also handed out 
to those "who signed, but their

‘Just after midday the fire brigade 
jarrived and took up a position on 
the grounds, while a very large 
squa lice stood ‘by ready’ for 
lany possible disturbance which, 
however, did not occur.

Kiangwan Battlefield Scene

An inquest was opened in the 
ML Police Court. on March

srstchenan, who was killed by 2 bomb 
in Kiangwan at 2 p.m, on March 8.

Sardara Singh, Warder No. 1 of 
the Ward Road Goal, identified the
